The soldiers and s »iior? of 
our country did their duty nobly in 
that far-off country.

with. 
This 
question 
is 
not 
partisan 
tho

is 
political. 
Dewey 
could not do otherwise than to stay in 
M an ila after he won the victory. There 
were still Spanish vessels afloat and it 
was a question of safety.
